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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE, 

Paris, Mancn 11.—Her Majesty the Empress Queen 
has received the ‘fellowing intelligence of the situation of 
the armies to the 9th of March :— 

‘The army of Gen. Blucher, composed of the wrecks of 
the corps of Generals Sacken, Kleist, and Yorck, retired, after 
the batiles of Mootmirail and Vauehamp upon Chalona. It 
there received the two last divisions of the corps of Gen. Lan- 
geron, The army, called the Army of the North, composed 
of four divisions undet Generals Winzingerade and Woronzow, 
and ove Prussian division under Gen. Balow, replaced the 
Army of Silesia. Ona the 22d of Feb. Gen. Blucher appeared 
before Mery, shen Gen, Boyer marched against him, aad drove 
him to the other side of the river, but the enemy set fire to the 
bridge aud the lithe town of Mery, aod the conflagration was 
so sivlewt, that for 48 hours it was impossible to pass, It ap- 
pears that the army of Silesia had marched oo the left of the
